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Seed  Analyses  Report-- 1943 


The  value  of  the  aeed  Inspection  to  farmers  and  seedsmen  of  the  State  may  be 
summarized  as  followst 

The  farmers  are  Informed  as  to  the  quality  of  seeds  offered  for  sale; 
and  are  protected  asalnst  dishonest  seedsmen. 

The  farmers  secure  a  better  quality  of  seeds,  hleher  In  ourlty  and 
germination,  which  are  basic  factors  In  securlne  eood  crops  and  better  financial 
returns . 

It  prevents  the  sale  of  seed  which  contain  an  excessive  amount  of  weed 
seeds  as  well  as  the  seed  of  noxious  weeds. 

It  protects  the  honest  seed  dealer  asalnst  the  dishonest  dealer  who 
would  otherwise  sell  low  quality  seed. 


VISITATIONS  BY  REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

It  Is  the  custom  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  have  its  agents  visit 
each  seedsman  at  least  once  a  year.     If  the  seed  Is  properly  tagged  at  all  times, 
the  seedsmen  will  always  be  ready  for  the  agent. 

There  are  approximately  £,400  seedsmen  In  Pennsylvania  whom  the  seed  agents  - 
visit  annually.     Samples  drawn  from  the  seed  offered  for  sale  are  sent  to  the 
Seed  Laboratory,  where  they  are  carefully  examined,  analyzed  for  purity,  and 
tested  for  germination  by  trained  seed  analysts.     If  It  Is  found  that  the  seeds  ~ 
are  below  the  standards  set  by  the  Seed  Law  or  are  not  as  represented,  they  are 
ordered  from  the  market  and/or  the  penalties  provided  by  the  law  are  Imposed. 


COOPERATION  OF  SEEDSMEN  ORATIFXINO  • 

It  Is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  most  of  the  wholesale  and  retail 
seedsmen  are  cooperating  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Seed  Law.  The 
result  Is  that  the  farmers  are  receiving  a  better  grade  of  seed  than  ever  before. 
There  are  still  some  farmers  who  buy  on  price  Instead  of  quality,  and  there  are  a 
few  seedssen  who  handle  poor  grades  of  seed. 

During  the  year  1943,  the  Seed  Laboratory  has  examined  1,916  samples  of  seeds 
collected  and  received  from  seed  dealers  and  farmers  In  the  state,  and  for  seed 
certification  and  other  state  agencies.     The  Increase  in  violations  can  be 
attributed,  in  part,  to  the  present  war-time  conditions. 

The  following  tables  give  a  general  summary  of  the  seed  work  for  the  year 
1942.     Inspection  samples  are  listed  in  Tables  1,  H,  and  IH.    Table  IV  lists 
the  samples  analyzed  and  tested  for  farmers  and  seedsmen,  for  which  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  per  sample  was  paid.     Included  In  this  list  are  many  samples 
of  home-grown  seed,  the  purity  of  which  Is  materially  lowered  by  a  hleh  content 
of  Inert  matter  and  weed  seed.     The  information  contained  in  columns  four,  five 
and  six  indicates  the  farmers'  lack  of  seed  cleaning  facilities.     Sowing  poorly 
cleaned  seed  results  In  weed-Infested  fields  and  crop  losses. 


THE  SEED  LAW 

The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law  requires  that  all  farm  seeds  sold,  offered  or 
exposed  for  sale  In  quantities  of  ten  pounds  or  more,  must  be  tagged.     The  tag 
must  show  the  purity  analysis  and  the  percentage  of  germination  with  the  date 
when  the  germination  test  was  made.     The  seedsman  may  deliver  the  tag  to  the  . 
purchaser,  or  tag  the  bag  or  container  In  which  the  seeds  are  exposed  or  offered 
for  sale.     It  Is  the  duty  of  the  seedsman  who  displays  or  offers  the  seed  for 
sale,  to  make  sure  that  the  tag  is  attached  to  the  bag  or  container  in  a 
conspicuous  place  where  the  purchaser  may  see  it. 

Both  the  wholesaler  and  retailer  within  the  state  are  responsible  for 
meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Pennsyl/anla  Seed  Law.     The  retailer  should  demand 
that  the  wholesaler  tag  the  bag  and  furnish  the  required  Information  regarding 
the  seed.     If  the  retailer  susjpects  that  the  seed  Is  not  properly  labeled,  or 
is  not  of  good  quality,  he  should  have  it  tested.     This  may  be  done  by  sending 


a  sample  to  a  commercial  seed  laboratory  or,  with  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  per 
sample,  to  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Harrlsburn, 
Pennsylvania. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  LABELING  SEED 

It  is  a  violation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law,  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale 
agricultural  seeds,  unless  the  tag  bears  in  legible  form  the  following  Information:

THE  SEED  LAW  PROHIBITS  THE  SALE  OF  THE  FOLLOWING: 

A)  Seed  containing  three  per  cent  weed  seed 

B)  Seed  containing  excess  of  one  or  more  seeds  of  dodder  or 

Canada  thistle  to  each  five  grams  of  seed. 


PENALTY 

A  violation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Seed  Law  is  a  misdemeanor  for  which  a  maxlmxim 
fine  of  two  hundred  dollars  may  be  imposed.
